In  Canada  there  are  125  museums 
only  a  few  of  Which  are  directed 
along  lines  that  enable  the  general 
public  to  get  any  value  from  them 
the  report  .says.  Tlic  report,  a 
sixty-four-page  brochure,  says  that 
Canada's  "educational  museums  are 
embryonic  and  her  museum  endow - 
menu  are  negligible."

BIBLE  IN  SCHOOLS 

The  means  of  correction,  the 
venerable  mLsslonary  contend.'!.  Is 
the  Institution  of  J^il)lo  rendhig  In 
the  s'  hrx)!  us  well  a.s  In  the  home. 
He  does  not  think  the  Roman 
Catholics,  who  are  supposed  by  the 
other  sects  to  be  the  main  body 
Of  opposition,  would  object  to  Bible 
readings.  So  long  as  thejr  have 
their  own  separate  schools  he  doe^ 
not  think  they  should  be  aUowec! 
to  Interfere.  Further  more,  both 
Roman  Catholics  and  Jew.s  would

WSNT  TO  nroiA  m  im 

Dr  Cainpl>rll  went  to  India  ni 
1876,  under  the  Presbyterian  Church 
of  Canada  Missionary  Society  aus- 
Irtces,  for  a  few  months.  He  was 
In  Madras,  but  thereafter  at  Mhow, 
a  British  cantonment  In  Central 
India,  until  his  first  furtough  in 
1884.  When  he  returned  In  the 
following  year  It  was  to  Rutlam.  the 
first  station  not  under  direct  British 
rule.  This  made  It  extremely  Im- 
portant that  the  mi.s.«;lon  should 
succeed,  as  on  this  depended  entry 
into  other  native  statea.  Fortu- 
nately it  did  succeed. 

When  he  retired,  he  and  his  wife, 
who  has  since  pasised  away,  agreed 
then  that  they  would  remain  on 
In  India  and  do  what  they  could. 
He  undertook  work  In  a  district  to 
the  e.n.;t  of  the  mls.slon's  existing 
field,  and  finally  |)ersuaded  the 
United  Church  In  Canada  to  undf  r- 
take  this  additional  field,  which  has 
a  population  of  about  two  million 
natives.  Part  of  this  new  field  had 
been  occupied  for  a  time  by  the 
Q^akers  of  England,  but  they  were 
withdrawing  from  It,  and  now  there 
Is  no  other  mission  workina:  In  It. 
r.ev.  .J.  W.  R  Met  ram.  who  was 
in  Victoria  and  Vancouver  two 
yetrs  sro,  being  in  charge  of  the 
work 

GANUHI'M  INFLUENCE 

Dr.  Campbell  says  that  In  the 
natlvr-  .-^tatrs  Ciandhl's  influence 
has  bsen  dl.scouraged.  "My  hope 
Is  that  now  things  will  be  better 


The  present  Viceroy,"  he  said,  pay- 
ing a  ready  trUMito  to  Lord  Wii- 
ingdon.  a  former  Governor -General 

well  with  the  situation.    He  has 

shown  a  firm  attitude,  and  at  the 
same  tmie  a  willingness  to  meet 
all  n'a.s(>nubie  asplrattons  Ot  the 
native  Indians." 

Contrary  to  the  supposition  of 
many  people,  this  aspiration  for 
self  •government  is  not  new.  Fifty 
years  ago^  when  he  was  first  In 
India,  It  had  been  expressed,  and  in 
hi.s  flr.st  year  he  had  been  Invited  at 
Madras  to  pre.side  at  a  literary 
society  gathering  at  which,  much  to 
hLs  surprise,  a  p;iper  on  home  rule 
was  read  by  a  Hindu.  Ajs  chairmnu 
of  the  meeting,  Dr.  Campbell,  when 
asked  to  speak,  had  told  them  that 
although  he  was  neither  a  servant 
of  the  Oovemment  nor  in  the  se- 
crets of  the  Government,  he  was 
convinced  that  Britain  would  be 
wilUm?  to  give  India  .solf-rule  even 
before  India  was  ready  fur  It.  He 
ndvi.sed  them  to  bend  all  their 
energies  to  preparing  themselves 
for  It.  adding  that  they  would  never 
be  ready  unless  they  accepted 
Christ's 'teaching,  "To  love  Ood  su- 
premely and  love  others  as  ttiem- 
selves."  Until  this  became  at  least 
fairly  common  it  would  be  impos- 
.Mble  for  .self-riile  to  surcet'd,  a.s  each 
man  would  be  fighting  for  his  own 
advantage,  the  advantage  Of  family, 

caste,  or  (riend.s.  rather  than  fOT  the 
good  of  the  whole. 

GREAT  HINDRANCE 

"Ono  of  the  greatest  hindrances 
to  our  work  In  India  is  the  un- 
christian   conduct    of  nominal 


R,"  Dr.  Campbell  says.  ' 

India  U  not  only  growing  In 
political  ^elf -c()n.viouRne.ss.  but  in 
Inlellertual  training  With  .spiritual 
trplnlng  added,  India  would  be  safe: 
but  without  It  her  position  Is  dan- 
Kcrous,  for  neither  Hinduism  nor

"It  is  also  of  the  highest  Import- 
ance that  the  Government  of  India 
have  truly  Chrustian  men  as  ItJS 
representativts.  Time  and  again 
men  have  .said  to  me.  regarding 
some  particular  ufTlclal.  that  if  all 
the  Sahib  Log'  '  European  gentle- 
men )  had  been  like  so-and-so,  India 
would  have  been  Chrlotlan  long  ago. 
Even  polttteally  tt  would  have  been 
of  the  hlghart  vatae  If  aU  the  of- 
ficials had  been  thoroughly  Christ- 
ian men.  for  the  Influence  of  the 
European  goes  infinitely  beyond  hLs 
personal  contact-s,"  he  attlrmed.  and 
he  added  that  people  who  are  not 
themselves  ChrtstlarLs  always  expect 
better  conduct  of  a  Christian  than 
|of  anyone  else.  To  discover  the  con- 
trary has  a  malignant  affect  oo  the 
native,  who  has  a  profound  respect 
for  a  good  man,  no  matter  what  his 
religion  , 

WOMEN'S  POSITION 

To  a  question  conceminK  the  posi- 
tion of  women  In  India.  Dr.  Camp- 
bell sakl  that  the  percentage  of 

educated  women  was  very  low  still. 
But  education  was  very  limited  for 

men  aLso.  probably  only  about  15 
per  cent  of  the  male  population 
being  able  to  read  and  wrtto;  about 
1  per  cent  of  the  women. 

"The  Ooivemmsnt  has  made  a 
great  mistake  In  spending  so  much 
on  the  higher  education  of  a  few, 

and  so  little,  comparatively,  on  the 
primary  education  of  the  masses." 

hi'  added. 

Dr.  Campbell,  on  the« present  oc- 
casion, left  India  on  April  4,  coming 
to  Canada  via  London  and  New 
York.  Since  then  he  has  visited 
friends  and  addressed  congregations 
from  the  Atlantic  to  the  Pacific. 

Of  Scottish  and  English  descent, 
he  Ls  a  native  of  Cape  Breton,  and 
was  ordained  In  1871  in  Halifax, 
imder  the  Presbyterian  Church.  In 
1875  he  was  released  from  his 
charge  and  appointed  to  India, 
where,  save  during  his  furloughs,  he 
has  lived  ever  since  1876.  He  was 
married  in  1879  to  Miss  Forrester, 
daughter  of  Rev  Dr.  Alexander 
Forrester,  founder  of  the  Normal 
School  In  Nova  Scotia,  and  before

The  claim,  prepared  by  Jlng.  is  a 
unique  doeimMnt  and  his  letter  to 
his  former  ctistomer  Is  equally  so. 
Here's  what  he  wrote,  and  how:

ShOOld  the  decklon  of  the  United  States  be 
onp  so  unthinkable  aa  to  let  war  debta  stand  as 
they  are,  It  would  be  a  decision  which  the  Inex- 
orable coiiTM  of  etents  would  force  to  be  revised 
before  long.  The  probability  Is  that  the  United 
btatcs,  when  ail  the  circumstances  are  examined, 
moat  reallM  that  tha  problem  of  war  debU  aa  It 
has  developed  cannot  be  .<5olved  by  any  sudden 
death  decision.  It  is  a  matter  for  an  Interna- 
tional conference.  The  notai  from  Brltahi, 
France,  Belgium  and  other  countries  on  the  sub- 
ject, now  being  considered  at  Washington,  are 
merely  preliminary  to  a  reopening  of  negotla- 
tion.s  which  may  take  many  months  before  a  now 
solution  of  the  problem  is  reached. 

J Mr.  Ranuay  MacDonald,  Britain'!  Prime  Mln- 
r,  is  anxious  to  hold  a  World  Economic  Con- 
ference at  the  earliest  poealble  date.  He  is  em- 
I^tlc,  however,  In  his  belief  that  lueh  a  con- 
fewnce  cannot  succeed  unless  there  is  at  ni.st 
a  lirar  debt  settlement.  That  is  the  preUminary 
to  any  future  settlement  of  monetary  problems. 
Bo|»  Britain  and  France  regard  war  debts  and 
rei^attona  as  de  facto  links  in  the  same  chain 
ai|d  as  indlssolubly  linked  together.  Repara* 
tions  have,  to  all  Intents  and  purposes,  become 
_  a.  Ihing  of  the  past  by  virtue  of  the  Treaty  of 
Lausanne.  That  does  not  mean  that  war  debts 
should  automatically  be  forgiven.  It  does  mean, 
however,  that  in  view  of  the  proportionate  In- 
ability of  European  nations  to  pay  those  debts, 
by]  virtue  of  the  loss  of  reparations,  a  new  scheme 
of 'settlement  must  be  found.  It  may  be  true 
that  the  American  Government  has,  in  the  past, 
been  averse  to  reoognlilng  any  coimection  be- 
tween war  debts  and  reparations.  That  does 
not  mean  that  the  force  of  circumstances  will 
not  lead  to  a  change  of  heart.  Britain,  France 
and  the  associated  countries  want  an  interna- 
tional conferenee  to  go  thoroughly  into  the  whole 
delbt  problem  and  its  relation  to  the  world's  eco- 
nomic poitUon.  That  is  a  request  which  the 
United  8t4tei  cannot  legitimately  refuse.  It  is 
one  founded  on  stem  and  Irrefutable  actualities.

There  is  nothing  astute  about 
It,  only  something  criminal,  for  under  British 
adminlstratl(m  there  Is  no  Individual  Immune 
from  the  processes  of  the  Criminal  Law,  and 
whoever  commits  a  crime,  for  whatever  purpose, 
Is  and  ihoukl  be  liable  to  proaecutlen. 

During  a  vi.sit  to  Briti.sh  Columbia  .some  years 
ago  Lord  Shaw  of  Dunfermline  told  this  news- 
paper that  he  saw  nothing  but  what  was  repre- 
hcn.slblc  in  the  use  of  stool  pigeons.  He  con- 
demned the  practice  in  round  language  and  he 
did  so  with  all  the  authority  of  a  member  of  the 
Judical  Committee  of  the  Imperial  Privy  Council. 
That  was  perhaps  the  first  awakening  of  the 
official  conscience  In  this  province  in  regard  to 
a  method  which  had  been  borrowed  from  where 
the  same  principles  of  Justice  do  not  prevail  as 
in  British  lands.  More  and  more  there  is  a 
realization  of  the  degrading  character  of  con- 
niving at  criihe  in  order  that  crime  may  be  dis- 
covered. It  Is  true  that  the  practice  still  pefslsts 
In  this  province,  as  prcsocutions  in  our  Police 
Courts  show.  The  Attorney-General  continues 
tq  evidence  his  determination  to  stamp  It  out. 
He  hM  popular  opinion  on  his  side,  as  well  as 
every  element  of  sportsmanship  and  the  inherent 
decency  of  human  nature.

In  the  trade  of  August,  1930,  the 
much  heralded  DunniiiK  Budget, 
which  was  to  deflect  trade  to  the 
British  Empire,  had  been  In  opera- 
tion for  four  months.  Mr.  Bennett 
ha.s  been,  during  the  two  years  he 
ha.s  been  In  power,  chafged  by  the 
Liberal  and  pro- American  press 
with  upsetting  the  Liberal  admlnls 
tration's  plans  for  Inereasing  Im 
plre  trade,  and  with  creating 
obstaOlee.  Yet  the  figures  show 
tliat  both  in  Import.s  and  exjiorts 
our  trade  within  the  Empire  has 
been  In  much  larger  proportions 
than  under  Mr.  Mackenzie  King.

In  New  Zealand  all  examinations 
were  on  two  standards,  a  pass 
stand^d  and  a  scholarship  stand- 
ard at  a  higher  level.  Tliose  talcing 
scholarship  standing  advanced  in 
their  studies  without  cost  to  them- 
selves or  their  parents.  Tbla  plan, 
he  said,  provided  Inoentlva  to  work, 
entirely  lacking  In  the  British  Oo- 
lumMa  aehool  aystam  at  praaent 
Scholarships  for  soldiers'  children, 
somewhat  on  this  principle,  had 
worked  well  in  the  province. 

It  was  no  fault  of  the  present 
Oovernment  that  small  scattered 
communities  inhabited  isolated 
parts  of  the  province.

RATEPAYERS  HAVE  SAY 

Control  of  school  expenditures,  as 
l>etween  city  councils  and  school 
board.s.  was  now  under  review  by 
committees  of  the  Union  of  British 
Columbia  Municipalities  and  the 
British  Columbia  School  lYustocs 
A.s.soriation,  he  continued.  The  Kidd 
conunittee  had  entirely  misunder- 
stood oollectlcMi  of  school  rataa  In 
rural  areas,  where  tha  ratopogma 
actually  set  bow  nuiob  wa>.  to  bo 
spent,  and  the  Province  ooDeoted 
the  necessary  taxes.  This  princ^e, 
in  fact,  should  be  applied  all  over 
the  system,  he  believed. 

SALARY  QUESTION 
Recommendation  that  teacfaen' 
salarlaa  ba  nduoad  X  par  cant  was 
the  oommlttee'a  blanket  mmrtlon. 
The  whole  aalary  qoeatton  waa  vnttt 
review,  and  a  sehedtde  of  salaalee 
wotild  be  set  in  December,  so  that 
the  Government  might  know  what 
iUs  liabilities  would  be  in  comiectlon 
with  provincial  grants  An  effort 
had  been  made  to  have  tlie  teachers 
and  municipalities  decide  the  issue, 
but  tliey  liad  failed  to  agree  by  a 
wide  margin.

Dttftlll  concerning  the  negoti*- 
tloM  which  led  to  the  relcMe  of 
Mrs.  Muriel  Pawley  and  Charles 
Corkran  n  montn  axo  ycstprday 
were  received  In  Victoria  on  the  ar- 
rival of  the  Ss.  Empress  of  Asia 
thU  week.  Thcjr  UU  »  MOMwhat 
■mwrtng  itory  at  what  took  place 
foiiowlnf  eonUet  with  tb*  tandit 
gang  who  abducted  them. 

It  was  October  6  that  the  Japa- 
nese Wutzuml,  who  Is  attached  to 
the  Manchukuo  mobile  police  force, 
reached  the  bandit  camp,  where, 
after  probmgcd  dlacussions,  he  had 
voluntoered  to  Mgotlato  with  the 
feandlta  on  a  frtandljr  bads.  Re  was 
trwtad  eordlalljr.  but  the  bandiu 
at  flnt  refused  to  surrender  the 
captivpR.  although  they  accrpted  his 
gifts  of  opium  and  cigarettes.  They 
also  told  him  that  their  orlglniU 
ransom  demands  were  blufl  and  dis- 
awMd  their  orttlaal  aattpathy. 

WItRuni  was  thm  informed 
that  their  dsihiitoids  had  been 
greatly  reduced,  and  they  acceded 
to  his  request  to  move  wltWn  five 
days  to  flfty  11  from  Panshan,  in 
order  to  facilitate  further  negoti- 
ations. They  agreed  '  »  by  Oc- 
tober 13  they  would  be  ready  to 
talk  to  intermediaries  again.  Mean- 
While,  700  men.  all  ex-brigands. 
UBdar  the  taatmotkm  of  the  Japa- 
nese military  authorlUoi,  had  moved 
wmkhward  in  a  protecting  drde 
MVtti  snd  south  of  Talan. 

CHIEF  NOT  AfTlAlD 

On  October  13.  Wltzuml  proceeded 
to  the  camp  near  Paslian.  with 
presents  ol  opitmi,  suggested  that 
the  captives  be  surrendered  without 
delay,  aa  the  f  oroe  at  Kaotlen  might 
try  la  mm  tha  eapttves.  which, 
tteogh  it  might  mean  daath  to  the 
pair,  would  also  mean  extermination 
of  the  gang.  Pel  Pa-tlen.  the  bri- 
gand chief,  expressed  his  anxiety  to 
clear  himself  of  the  responsibility 
of  further  holding  the  captives,  but 
not  because  he  feared  the  presence 
of  the  troops.  He  further  reduced 
the  ransom  demands  and  granted 
Ave  dam'  gntea  In  which  to  con- 
sider vmm,  holdlnf  two  of  Wut- 
luml'aguMe  as  a  guanniat  oC  good 
faith. 

On  the  following  day.  Koshlnada, 
one  of  the  members  of  the  Japa- 
iii-sp  release  party,  arrived  at  Pas- 
han  and  proceeded  to  the  bandits' 
iSampi  He  was  received  by  Pel  Pa- 
tlan  and  the  Interview  between  the 
two  men  began  in  dramatic  fashion. 
With  elbows  interlocked  and  auto- 
mattes  pressing  against  each  other's 
heart.s.  both  Koshinada  and  the 
bandit  chief  threatened  to  shoot  on 
the  ''.i.':tant  they  heard  firing  break 
out  b'tween  each  other's  forces. 
VV'hrn  both  liad  cooled  down.  Kos- 
hlnada suggested  that  the  negotia- 
tions be  left  in  his  hands,  promis- 
ing amnesty  If  the  captives  were 
fivsn  up.  This  Pel  Pa*tlan  agrted 
to  do,  provided  the  ransom  liat  be 
immediately  amended.

Pawley  stated  that  the  bandits  did 
not  Ill-treat  her  or  Mr.  Corkran. 
"They  got  angry  with  me  once  be- 
cause I  got  mad  and  swore  at  them 
They  threatened  to  beat  me  with 
a  stick,  but  Charles  grabbed  it  and 
broke  It  to  bits.  They  were  furious 
tfinrrar'netn  and  jwass^  tmaser 

arms  tightly  brtUnd  his  back  for 
about  ten  minutes.  Thsn  they 
loosened  his  bonds  and  from  that 
time  treated  us  with  respect." 

Recountlns:  her  experiences  In 
captivity,  Mrs.  Pawley  said.  "We 
had  tha  bandlto  oold.  We  only  had 
to  go  on  a  hVBgar  strike,  with  one 
of  tha  filthy  ootton  qultts  which 
^9  had  to  use  as  bedding  wrapped 
over  our  heads,  and  they  did  as  we 
wanted.  We  did  that  when  they 
kept  us  awake  at  night,  gambling 
To  appease  us  they  brought  us  Chi- 
nese cakes.  We  ate  all  of  them  up 
and  they  dldnt  gaotMt  agalA  la  our 
hut." 

WASHED  WOUND 

"The  brigands  loved  Bnv  rinpty 
tins  we  had  for  their  opium.  They 
also  clamored  for  a  peanut  butter 
bottle  before  we  had  finished  the 
contents.  They  didn't  get  it.  Some 
of  them  were  otHy  lads  about  eight- 
een years  of  age.  Pel  Pa-tten's 
brother's  wound  opened  up  again 
after  he  rs turned  to  tha  eamp,  and 
we  helped  waab  il  with  pmsanga- 
nate." 

Ixxiklng  down  af  her  .sodden  Chi- 
nese foot  gear,  Mrs.  Pawley  ex- 
plained, "X  swopped  shoes  because 
the  leathor  brogusa  I  was  wearing, 
hurt  hodk.  at  my  feet.  Those 
sores  ,are  batter  now.  The  first 
day  was  awful.  Afterwards  our 
socks  had  to  be  cut  ofl  with  scissors : 
they  were  all  stuck  to  our  feet  with 
dried  blood  by  that  time.  Once  we 
were  compelled  to  walk  across  a 
field  of  cut  reod.s  and  the  spikes 
left  in  the  ground  cut  our  feet.  We 
got  used  to  the  filthy  habits  of  our 
captives  aad  found  ourselvas  jq>it- 
tlng  everywhere  like  the  rest  of  the 
diiiy  crowd,  diaries  and  X  had  to 
ihare  tha  same  filthy  room  together, 
tiM  taMttti  always  wstcUng  us."

His  first 
ship  was  the  Hercules,  seventy-four 
guns,  followed  by  service  in  the 
Hermes,  the  Orestes,  the  Castor,  the 
Eurydice  and  the  Queen,  the  latter 
a  majestic  craft  boosting  three 
decks  and  carrylni?  the  staggering 
armament  of  116  guns. 

Captain  Hunter  nr.>it  distinguished 
him.self  at  Sevastapol.  the  lengthy 
period  of  the  memorable  seige  being 
occasion  for  a  succession  of  heroic 
feats  by  tha  young  ofllcer.  Whan 

Sevastapol.  he  took  the  JoUy  boat  of 
the  Qiieen  and,  with  a  crew  of  sht 

equallv  daring  volunteers,  braved  a 
devastating  fire  Irom  Co&.sarks  on  a 
cliff  overlooking  the  .>;ccne  of  the 
wreck  and  made  two  trips  to  the 
distressed  men-of-war,  effecting  tto 
rescue  of  .forty-seven  men. 

OVNNKBT  OmCBK 
In  the  frigate  Eurylas,  he  was 
guimery  officer,  being  then  a  first 
lieutenant,  and  was  In  charge  of  the 
batteries  when  the  vessel,  the  flag- 
ship of  Admiral  Sir  Leopold  Kruper, 
bombarded  Kragoshlma.  Prince  Sai- 
aoma's  stronghold.  TElia  flag  cap- 
tain and  the  commander  were  both 
killed  In  the  action  and  Captain 
Hunter  earned  the  vessel  through 
the  major  portion  of  tlie  battle, 
during  which  nlnety-Lhree  of  her 
crew  were  killed  or  wounded, 
Kragoshlma  subdued.

This  ha.s 
been  marked  In  certain  area.s.  In 
the  Cariboo.  a.s  the  result  of  both 
lode  and  placer  gold  artlvltle.s.  the 
district  has  exixriem  ed  the  busiest 
year  in  several,  ar.i  all  indications 
point  to  more  work  in  19U.  Gold 
mining  also  produced  much  employ- 
ment in  the  Bridge  River  district 
and  in  eaoms  In  the  Nelson  mining 
dlvL<ilon.  "  the  stunmary  conclude.s 

In  commenting  on  the  bulletin, 
Mr  McKf  nzle  expre.ved  hLs  pleasure 
at  the  excellent  .showing  being  made 
by  gold  mlnlnK,  anrl  .st,ue<|  that  the 
results  being  attained  are  a  testi- 
monial to  the  indomitable  energy  of 
the  miners  of  the  province.

While  the  world  had  been  giving 
a  great  deal  of  attention  to  produc- 
tion in  the  past,  it  would  appear 
that  perhaps  the  question  of  dis- 
tribution had  bsen  neglected,  said 
Professor  E.  S.  Tarr.  in  eeeki«g  to 

answer  que.stlons  SUbmHIed  tft  him 
Tuesday  eventrig  by  membert  of  the 
Roimd  Tabic  Club.  The  questions 
arose  out  of  his  addres.s  on  tlie  sub- 
ject of  "Socialism."  and  were  aimed 
at  a  soluUon  of  what  wa.s  wrong 
with  conditione  todsr. 

The  speaker  asplBined  that  he 
was  not  ft  prepagandlat  for  social- 
ism, but  would  endeavor  to  outline 
various  forms  of  sodallstle  thought 
which  had  attrart^-«d  millions  in  the 
world.  To  some  It  was  the  great 
Koal  to  be  sought,  tO  Otbsn  It  Was 
the  exact  opposite. 

 UUinfl  MAllU — 

The  soclall.sm  of  Europe  today 
was  to  be  considered  In  a  relative 
way.  In  some  of  the  countries  the 
objects  sought  by  the  so-called 
soclalLsta  were  what  might  be  re- 
garded as  rather  conservative  In  a 
ccnmtry  like  this.  The  socialism  of 
the  day.  he  "aaid.  was  really  a  pro- 
test against  the  lalssei  faire  syi- 
,  tern  which  prevailed.  It  was  an  In- 
Idictment  against  that  system, 
against  the  exploitation  oC  labor 
and  against  corruption. 

There  was  also  in  connection  with 
it  a  real  objective  in  the  redistri- 
bution of  wealth. 

The  Utopiftn  class,  which  had 
exempined  Itself  in  different  ways 
in  different  countries,  had  been  the 
forerunners  of  the  later  system  of 
.socialism  The  Idealistic  system 
then  came  fom^^rd  and  this  was 
rcpre-sentcd  very  tCTectively  bjT  the 
teachings  of  Karl  :arx. 

The  speaker  gave  a  great  deal  of 
attention  to  the  teachings  of  Marx, 
for  whom  bs  had  come  to  hold  a 
very  b>«h  reveet,  oaing  to  the 
unselfish  work  he  had  done  in  the 
Interests  of  the  cause  he  held  to. 
He  had.  however,  met  with  dUBeul- 
ties.  Professor  Tarr  felt,  when  the 
attempt  was  made  to  estimate  the 
value  of  surplus  labor,  which  was 
contended  for  on  behalf  of  work- 
ers over  what  was  necessary  for  ex- 
istsnoe.  Marx  admUted,  he  said, 
tjiat  vatae  depended  npoa  supply 
and  demand. 

Dealing  with  tha  Russian  experi- 
ment, the  speaker  held  that  this 
was  a  bold  move  which  was  aggra- 
vated from  the  fart  that  It  was 
being  operated  with  a  people  who 
were  illiterate  and  unadapted  to 
take  control  for  themselves.

East  recommends  that  the  Olympic 
committet'  be  compoaed  of  a  rep- 
re.sentatlve  of  each  organization 
taking  part  In  the  games  and  a 
representative  from  each  province. 
It  also  recommends  that  the  Olym- 
pic committee  be  only  a  financing 
body  for  Olympic  Oames. 

TI|B  British  OdumbU  body  also 
asks  that  a  badget  be  made  for  the 
I93e  games  at  onoe.  and  that  the 
governing  body  adt  the  Dominion 
and  Provincial  Okn^emmsnt  for 
yearly  grants  to  cover  expenses  of 
this  budget.  It  also  provides  that 
each  provincial  organization  i^ar- 
tlclpatlng  In  the  games  be  granted 
a  projwrtlon  of  such  donations  to 
cover  expenses  of  athletes.
